DEVELOPMENT OF VIETNAMESE MILITARY SCIENCE DISCUSSED

[Text | Under the correct and creative leadership of the glorious Vietnam Communist 
Party and our beloved President Ho Chi Minh, and with the all-out concern of the 
people, the Vietnar People's Army was born and grew during more than 35 years of 
revolutionary struggle, endured countless sacrifes and hariships, fought very 
heroically and resourcefully, won extremely glorious victories and, along with the 
entire population, defeated the French and U.S. imperialists, won full indepenience 
and complete unification for the homeland, and advanced the entire nation to 
socialism. Then our soldiers and people won glorious victories in two people's 
wars to defend the homeland on our country's southwestern and northern borders, 
which inflicted initial defeats on the aggressive plots of a new enemy: the great- 
mation expansionism and big-nation hegemonism of the reactionaries within the 
Beijing ruling circles. We have also fulfilled our international obligations toward 
the Lao and Xampuchean revolutions and contributed importantly to strengthening the 
revolutionary forces of the three Indochinese countries and of the world, which are 
struggling for peace, national independence, democracy, ani socialisa. 


During the past several decades, especially during the past 10 years, since the 
First All-Army Military Selence Conference (October 1970), under the light of the 
resolutions and directives of the Party and the Central Military Party Committee, 
and with the all-out efforts of the entire party, the entire population, and the 
entire arny, Vietnamese military science has gradually undergone strong mturiza- 
tion, attained great accomplishments, ani contributed worthily to our people's 
brilliant victories. 


Military science has contributed positively to gradually creating and compiling a 
body of theoretical documents about the party's military line, about people's war, 
about national defense, about the development of the people's armed forces, and 
about military art and a number of other theoretical topics. It has closely 
observed, and entered deeply into the actualities of, the wars fought in the various 
theaters, promptly recapitulated experiences, successfully researched the resolution 
of many problems caused by actual events, and contributed to guiding those wars to 
victory. It has begun to form the specialized structures and an organizational 
system of military science, as well as a corps of cadres to do that work. 




















Our military science work, under the close guidance of the Political Bureau and the 
Central Military Party Committee, many of the leading comrades of which have paid 
attention to, directly guided, and participated in developing, ailitary science, 
and with the efforts of the entire party, the entire population, the entire army, 
and the entire sector, has been more and more profoundly embued witn the political 
and military lines of the and the military thought of President Ho; firmly grasped 
the nature and characteristics of Marxist-Leninist military science in Vietnam; 
combined the development of military sclence in our country and the carrying on and 
development of our people's precious military traditions with study of the advanced 
military experiences of the world, especially of Soviet military science; and 
combined military science with the other scientific activities and sectors. 


However, our military science is beset with deficiencies and weaknesses. The 
theoretical tasks have not yet formed a complete system, the specialized fields 
have not developed uniformly, and the quality of many compiled materials is not yet 
high. The recapitulation of war experiences and the preparation of military 
histories are still being carried out slowly and lack continuity. The military 
science research organizations have not been perfected and the corps of cadres 
doing that work is not yet strong. We have not yet paid adequate attention to, or 
Organized good guidance and management of, military science and military science 
documentation and information. We have not developed to a truly high degree the 
very great potential of our military science. 


Military science in our country has been formed and developed on the basis of the 
mature of the Vietnamese working class, the political line and military line and 
thought of our party, social realities, national traditions, and the actual 
struggle of the Vietnamese revolution and revolutionary war. Studying and grasping 
the nature and characteristics of military science in our country, and applying 
them to actual activities, is a necessary, very important requirement of military 
science. 


Modern Vietnamese military science is a military science with an absolutely revolu- 
tionary nature and a truly scientific nature, and has a unique national flavor and 
a profound international and modern nature. 


Vietnamese military science took form, and has developed step-by-step toward 
completeness, under the light of Marxism-Leninism, on the basis of our country's 
national traditions and social realities, especially the ricn actualities of 
struggle during the past several decades of armed struggle and liberation war, as 
well as of the great undertaxing of building our armed forces, strengthening 
national devense, ani defending the socialist homeland in the new area. 


Revolution and science are tow basic characteristics which are closely combined 
with each otner in Yarxisn-Leninism and under the leadership of a true Marxist- 
leninist party. Those revolutionary and scientific characteristics are the nature 
of the working class and are also the nature of our party's military science. 


Our party, standing firmly on the absolute revolutionary standpoint of the workirge 
class and creatively applying the revolutionary and scientific theory of “arxisn- 
Lenism to the specific conditions of our country. Our party has set forth correct 
political and military lines and war guidance slogans, which are imbued with the 











thought of revolutionary offensive. Our people have carried out armed uprisings, 
revolutionary wars, liberation wars, and wars to save the nation, which have 
developed to a very high degree, include many forms of struggle and fighting 
methods, and clearly manifest the great strength of Vietnamese people's war in the 
new area, 


The glorious victories of our people during the armed uprisings, during the August 
Revolution, and during the national liberation wars against the French and U.S. 
imperialists, as well as during the two people's wars to defend the socialist 
homeland on our southwestern and northern frontiers against the Chinese expansion- 
ists and their lackeys proved the peerless strength of our country's scientific 
and modern revolutionary military science, as well as the superiority of Vietnamese 
military sclence over the military science of the imperialists and reactionaries. 
That revolutionary nature is also manifested in the fact that the masses of our 
cadres, servicemen, and people are not only the forces which decide the victories 
of revolutionary war and of national construction, create the rich actual experi- 
ences to serve as the basis for the formation and development of military science, 
and transform military sclence research projects into actual victories, but also, 
in many direct and indirect ways, participate in developing military science. If 
there are only specialized military science cadres, and no participation by the 
mass cadres, servicemen, and people, there could be no military science such as 
that of today. 


The unique national nature of our military nature has a long historical past. It 
nas inherited and developed precious military traditions and heritage, especially 
those our people have created over the course of several thousand years of having 
to fight continually and fiercely with many large, powerful enemies, during which 
they have won extremely glorious victories. It arose on the basis of a Vietnamese 
mation and a Vietnamese people with specific economic, political, geographical, 
Cultural, amd social conditions. Therefore, it has features which are distinct 
from the military science of the other countries. It is also a strong root and one 
of the great sources of strength of modern Vietnamese | ary science. 


Vietnamese military science is also a military science with profound international 
and epochal characteristics, for tne Vietnamese revolution follows Marxisn- 
leninism and proletarian internationalism, the Vietnamese revolution is part of the 
world revolution, and the success of the recent Vietnamese revolution and revolu- 
tionary war have both an epochal significance and an important historical signifi- 
cance. Our people have won glorious victories in historical encounters of an 
epochal nature, with old-style colonialism, new-style colonialism, great-nation 
expansionism, and bie-nation hegemonism, especially with the U.S. imperialist ring- 
leaders. Some results of our military science have had universal significance, 
especially with regard to countries with historical, economic, and social condi- 
tions similar to ours. By means of their heroic, creative, victorious struggle, 
our people have made definite contributions to the treasury of Marxist-Leninist 
military science, ani have contributed to further enriching the military experience 
and knowledge of the various nations. 


Actualities nave demonstrated tiat correct, profound awareness of the nature and 
Characteristics of modern Vietnamese military science, ami its application to all 
military science activities are very important but are not easy. Se must be even 
more concerned with research and application that are appropriate to the new 
circumstances ami new conditions of our country ami the world at present. 











From the basis of our actual and future successes, and the above-mentioned good 
points, deficiencies, and weaknesses, we have learned many valuable, rich lessona. 


Military science must always manifest the political and military lines, and sim- 
tegic decisions, of the party, and firmly grasp the basic, long-term strategic 
objectives and the direct and dangerous strategic objectives of the revoultion. 


Manifesting the political and military lines of the party is a foremost mission, and 
one of the most basic principles which manifests in a concentrated manner the party 
mature of military science and of all organizations and cadres engaged in allitary 
science in our country. The political and military lines of our party -- the ever- 
victorious flag of our people and our people's armed forces -- are the most basic 
‘actors in the formation and development of our country's military science, the 
compass for all military science activities, the objectives which military science 
must serve, the direction of activity which military science must follow, and the 
basic, principal contents to which military science must contribute by information 
and propaganda regariing then, by concretizing them, by guiding and organizing their 
implementation, and by supplementing and developing then. 


In the wars against the French imperialists, the U.S. imperialists, and the Chinese 
expansionists, first of all, thanks to the gradual application of the political and 
military lines, and strategic decisions of the party, military science determined 
correct operational guidelines. Many people participated and contributed positively 
to accurately and promptly fulfilling many requirements, and to resolving many 
important, urgent problems which arose in the actual course of armed struggle, to 
building the armed forces, and to preparing the rear area, providing operational 
guidance, etc. Therefore, it had the effect of unifying and improving the aware- 
ness, thought, and action of the cadres and men in the armed forces, and our people, 
regarding the lines and strategic objectives of the party, and contributed to 
transforming them into great, real victories. 


Actualities have clearly indicated that if military science is to manifest the 
political and military lines of the party there must be thorough all-round unde- 
Standing, especially of the key problems, and with regard to both the principal 
contents and the methods of viewing and action. Those key problems are the 
political and military tasks of the revolution in general and of each war and war 
phase specifically; the strategic objectives of the party in each period of tine; 
the baisc, long-range strategic objectives and the direct strategic objectives; the 
Strategic war guidance slogans and thoughts and war-waging formulas; and the direc- 
tions, tasks, slogan und thoughts guiding the construction of a national defense 
of all the people, and the people's armed forces. 


That manifestation must be evident specifically in the processes and operational 
spheres of military science. Thai is a process of research which contributes to 
communicating, propagandizing, and teaching the party's lines by means scientific 
data with a sharp theoretical nature and a rich practical nature, which enable the 
entire population and the entire army to have deep understanding, a nigh degree of 
unanimity, full confidence, and iron determination, and contribute to creating 
great material strength with which to transform the lines into actuai victories. 
That is a process of guiding the implementation of those lines in actual operations 
and in specific organizations of the entire army and the entire population; of 
learning many lessons, uncovering new problems, new elements, and new capabilities 








on the basis of lively actualities; of eliminating the things that are not appro- 
priate in armed struggle, in construction and combat, and with regard to strategy, 
Campaigns, and battles; and contributing to concretizging them so that they can be 
appropriate to the specific actualities of each place, each time, each period, etc., 
in order to assure victory. 


The party lines cannot be ample and complete within a brief period of time. Fur- 
thermore, no matter what those lines must continually be concretized and developed 
So that they can be appropriate to the unending development of the struggle between 
ourselves and the enemy, of the actualities of our war-waging and force building. 
Furthermore, the party's military line must be based on the scientific conclusions 
of military science. Therefore, military science also has the duty of contributing 
to building the party's military line. The process of building the party's lines 
is also a process of continually contributing to improving and perfecting those 
lines by means of actual activities and recapitulations. Military science must set 
forth, with scientific, accurate bases, forecasts, concepts, and premises, new 
combat methods, etc., and keep a step ahead, in omer to give practical guidance. 
Military science assimilates the party lines in an active, creative manner and 
thoroughly manifests them in the scientific research projects, and actual organi- 
gation in all military spheres, in order to popularize them among all of our armed 
forces as well as the popular masses, especially the cadres at the various echelons. 


Due to the political, economic, geographical, strategic, and other characteristics 
of our country, our people and our contry's revolution often must, all at the same 
time and one after the other, deal with many large, strong enemies. A foremost 
success of our party during the recent period has been that it has determined and 
correctly evaluated the basic, long-range objectives of the revolution and the main, 
most dangerous enemies, and the direct strategic objectives of each period of time, 
by that means accurately determining the revolutionary objectives and forces, and 
formulas for waging revolutionary war. Under the new conditions at present that 
lesson is even more important. Military science must grasp that matter, study the 
enemy basically, comprehensively, and promptly, help the leadership cadres as well 
as the command cadre echelons in the army, and the cadres in charge of the other 
sectors of the state, to take the initiative in preparing the nation and the armed 
forces so that they can have high degree of combat readiness and assure glorious 
victory under all circumstances. 


Military science must remain close to the actual situation and enter deeply into it. 


All sciences have the task of solving problems posed by the actualities of soc’ety, 
while at the same time srystallizing those actualities and generalize them into 
theories, building and developing science, and guiding, effecting, and furthering 


without interruption the process of developing, theory. The subject matter of 
military science is war. It nas the mission of contributing to the victorious 
conduct of certain wars. Therefore, only if it remain close to and enter deeply 
into tr actualities of war, military actualities, and the actualities of armed 
struge » can military science understand them and contribute to fulfilling its 
missio..s in war, and only thereby can it develop theory. But actual wartime con- 
ditions do not exist all the time. Therefore, it is often necessary to deduce, 
create, and develop military science by studying wars that have already taken place 
and by studying the peacetime military situation. 











A special characteristic of our country during the past several decades is that 
struggle between ourselves and the enemy nas taken place continually in the form 
of warfare. The actual process of fierce struggle between ourselves and the enemy 
during the recent wars -- which have had the common characteristic of all wars 
which are armed struggles and also take place in the political, diplomatic, and 
economic spheres of struggle -- has posed many problems which military science, 
must solve and has at the same time provided many capabilities for military 
science, under the leadership of the party -- to correctly resolve those problens. 
Because it has adhered closely to and entered deeply into the actualities of com- 
bat and development on the battlefields, our military science has contributed to 
Successfully resolving many problems regarding strategic guidance, campaign and 
tactical art, and military science and technology, in both combat and development 
and in relationships with the other aspects of strugele, in order to advance the 
war to complete victory. 


One very important reason why our military science has undergone such strong 
development is that it is based on those extremely rich and valuable actualities. 
The important thing is that it has know how to, by scientific paths and methods, 
grasp the actual situation promptly, continually, comprehensively, and specifi- 
Cally,and especially to firmly grasp its nature and operational laws, realize the 
new requirements, elements, and capabilities, and therefore come forth with correct 
solutions and contribute to furthering the development of the actual situation ina 
manner adv ntageous to us and disadvantageous to the enemy. And by that means it 
has testel and develo, ed the theory of military science. 


The great undertaking of strengthening national defense, building up the armed 
forces, and defending the socialist homeland is posing a very large number of new 
problems. In omer to victoriously resolve those problems we must base ourselves 
on what already exists -- all of our people's military experiences up to the 
present time, especially taose gained in opposing France and the U.S. -- and also 
on the military actualities during the new period, the period of building and 
defending the homeland at present and in the future. However, we all know that 
things continually move and develop upward along a winding path. Therefore, we 

do not regard lightly the precious military heritage of our country's history, or 
the rich military e~perience of the world, especially the experiences of the Soviet 
army. It must be stressed that the actualities of our people's recent wars 
against the French and the U.S. are extremely rich and precious. Only by seriously 
and urgently recapitulating experiences can we exploit and use that priceless 
treasury to the fullest. 


In the process of entering deeply into actual events, the combining of scientific 
research with operational guidance and development is very important with regard 

to the resolution of problems posed by actual war, in order to win victory in war 
and further the development of military science. If the results of military 
science research are quickly applied and tested unier actual conditions there will 
soon be new, more complete results which will help actual guidance to be more effe 
effective. In the anti-U.S. resistance war, along those lines we utilized military 
science research to meet many requirements posed by the actual situation, and it 
made definite contributions to defeating tne enemy on the battlefields, in defeat- 
ing the U.S.-puppet troops in the south, and in defeating the U.S. war of destruc- 
tion in the north, including the B52 strategic raids. But actual events have 











demonstrated that wherever and whenever that combination is not tight, because tne 
commander does not pay adequate attention or does not utilize the research organs 
well, or because the research organs do not keep close tabs on guiding actual 
activities, so the results of both combat and research have been limited, 


Closely combining tne recapitulution of experiences with researching new topics is 
a very valuable experience when entering deeply into actuality. In the anti-French 
and anti-U.S. wars we were able to make good preliminary recapitulations and 
recapitulations, from bottom to top, in all activity cycles and campaigns, and used 
the intelligence of the cadre and enlisted masses to research and resolve newly 
posed problems. That is also a good method for developing scientific theory. In 
many theaters, the leadership and command echelon paid much attention to the 
isolation of experiences and their crystallization into common guidance principles, 
and promptly guided the lower echelon. Therefore, it was able to develop the role 
of theory with regard to actual activity. However, in places and at times recapitu- 
lation by the upper echelon was carried out slowly, was sometimes assigned to 
organ cadres, and lacked close guidance by the guidance echelon, so the quality of 
recapitulation was not high and the combattive nature of theory was limited. 


We must agree unanimously that it is necessary to regard the pr rom beginning 
a task, construction, training, and combat to the preliminary © apituiation and 
recapitulation of experiences as a complete guidance process a’ ch echelon. The 
problem must be posed in that manner because the military task .: . wclentific task. 


The actualities of the peacetime period are actualities in all aspects of military 
activities, especially in training and maneuvers. Therefore, military science must 
always remain close to development, combat training, the organization of combat 
readiness, and maneuvers by combined arms forces, by individual combat arms and 
armed forces branches, by mobile forces, on-the-spo. forces, and iocal armed forces 
at the various echelons and on the various battlefields, on differing scales, in 
the building of a national defense by all the people, the combining of national 
defense and the economy in each locality and on a national scale. On that basis, 
it must gradually construct and complete new theories. 





Military science must take the init‘: tive in cooperating closely with the other 
scientific sectors. 


That is a very strict objective requirement and is also an operational law of the 
scientific sectors, including military science, for no scientific sector can take 
form and develop by itself, or fulfill all tasks posed by the actualities of 
society. Furthermore, military science is a combined scientific subject, and the 
objects of study of military science are war. the armed forces, and national 
defense, which are very broad, complicated, and difficult social phenomena of a 
highly synthesized nature. Military science cannot by itself research and resolve 
all problems of war. Many other scientific sectors also have the responsibility 
and capability of researching and contributing to resolving problems regarding war 
and the armed forces in their own spheres. Therefore, it is even more necessary 
and important that military science be closely combined with the other scientific 
sectors. Actual events that have occurred and are occuring in our country have 
completely proved that. 





We all know that war is “the continuation of politics by other means (violence )" 
and is @ life-or-death struggle between opposing social forces, classes, nations, 
amd peoples, It is waged in military, political, economic, cultural, and diplo- 
matic spheres, of which the military sphere is the most important front, It is 
related to all aspects of life of society and the mation. Armed struggle is a 
oharacteristic of war, the most fierce, difficult aspect of struggle. It has ite 
own laws, but is also affected by the common laws of war, Armed struggle in our 
country sometimes advances from uprising to war, sometimes in the form of libera- 
tion war or war to defend the mation, or sometimes an intermingling of forms, under 
conmditions of our people often having to cope with many large, strong enemies, 


The building of our army and the people's armed forces consists of many contents 
regarmiing politics and thought, organigation, equipment and weapons, and combat art 
and techniques, in both building and combat. Today, the mission of fighting to 
defend the mation is the most important mise'ion, while the production and economic 
construction mission is extremely important. 


The great undertaking of national defense in our country is manifested in many 
activities by society as a whole: preparing the nation to oppose aggression, com- 
bining the economy with national defense and mational defense with the economy, 
drafting mobiligation plans and shifting the nation to a wartime footing when war 
breaks out; preparing for the armed forces to always have a high degree of combat 
readiness; and make preparations regarding the battle status of people's war, the 
operational plans, etc., in omer to assure victory under all circumstances. 


Military science has the main responsibility in researching and resolving problems 
posed by war, first of all with regard to armed struggle, building the arny, and 
building natioral defense. In that process, it is essential that military science 
have the cooperation and assistance of the relevant scientific sectors, If not, it 
cannot fulfill its missions. Indeed, when researching combined war problens 
(combined war strategy, the laws of combined war), military science must coordinate 
and be baced on the specialice. results of many scientific sectors, for only then 
Can we attain accurate and complete theoretical conclusions. Even the researching 
of the manufacturing, production, and use of a new type weapon is a combined 
umdertaxing of many scientific subjects. 


In actuality, a large number of social science, natural science, and scientific- 
technical sectors have participated in researching and resolving problems regarding 
war and the army. for example, the party-political work in the army, military 
psychology and military educational methodology, military geography, military 
navigation, military medicine, etc. The scientific-technical subjects are increas- 
ingly tied in with military science in fulfilling requirements regarding equipment 
and weapor~, combat facilities, mobile facilities, and commani and support 
facilities, as well as requirements regarding the care of the armed forces. Our 
brilliant victories in the recent wars were also common successes of the scientific 
sectors of our country and the cooperation among then. 


The most important matter in that cooperation is the firm grasping of its esvential 
mature and objectives. Victory for the country in war is the highest requirement. 
Military science, the cadres engaged in that work and in the relevant sciences must 
heighten their consciousness of collective mastership and their common sense of 
responsibility, develop all capabilities as much as possible, and cooperate in 











their activities to win those victories, Military selence must fully understand 

the all-round viewpoints and pay adequate attention to the various aspects, At 
present, most attention must be given to entering deeply into the economy, for the 
economy is the material-technical basis of war and is also one of the morale- 
political bases of war, That cooperation takes place under the leadership and 
guidance of the party and state in scoorlance with a decentralisation of management, 
But military solence must truly take the initiative and avoid being passive and 
dependent. There must be plane for coordinating activities in the short mange ani 
in the long fange with the relevant sectors regariing specific problems, in order 
to attain specific objectives. That coordination must be truly acourate, specific, 
metioulous, with a high degree of unanimity on the part of the relevant parties 
with regard to objectives, requirements, contents, quantity, quality, guidance 
thoughts, methods, time, and division of labor. The most unexpected, difficult 
ciroumstances must be taken into consideration. At the same time, there must be 
Close monitoring, close adherence to actuality, prompt correcting and supplementing, 
and the unoovering of new probleme which oan be resolved by working together. We 
must truly respect and endeavor to develop the capabilities, results, and opinions 
of the other sectors, assure the maintenance of secrecy, create favorable conditions 
for our friends, and strongly and rapidly mobilize, also with regard to material 
matters, valable research projects. We must continually gain experience to enable 
the cooperation between military science and the other relevant scientific sectors 
to be increasingly better, in order to further develop the great combined 

strength of all of those sectors and assure that military science brilliantly 
fulfills its missions and develops continually and strongly. 


We must continually strengthen and deveiop the organigations and train and cultivate 
the military science cadres so that they can be capable of fulfilling all immediate 
and long-range requirements. 


In order to have good scientific research there must be an organization of scien- 
tific organs and a corps of specialized cadres. Furthermore, that organizations 
and t ose cadres must be strong. The same is true with regard to military science. 
An organigation that has been perfected, a sufficiently strong corps of cadres, 
scientific and effective work systems and methods, and the necessary and appro- 
priate regulations and policies are basic organigational factors required to 
develop military science. 


During the years of the anti-U.S. war, due to the demands of the military situation 
and tasks our military science research organigation took form ami was gradually 
developed into a system of many specialties. Therefore, military theory underwent 
new developments and was able to meet some of the requirements of the immediate 
construction and combat tasks. That was a positive result of the development of 
the military science organigation. 


Today, the requirements of the construction and combat readiness tasks demand that 
military science urgently resolve many new theoretical problems of war to defend 
the socialist homeland, of the construction of a national defense by all the 
people, and of the construction of people's armed forces in a new era of the nation. 
Therefore, only if we build an appropriate organization that is sufficiently 
Capable can we fulfill the military science rescarch tasks in the new phase. 











Because the objectives, nature, and contents of the military selence fields are 
continually developing and their degree of collectivigation and specialisation is 
increasingly high, theory must by systematised and become increasingly deeper and 
sharper, Therefore, it is essential that we organise a system of specialized 
military solence research organs at the various echelons throughout the army, Fur- 
thermor , since military science is created by the meses there must be appro- 
priate forme and policies to mobilige the cadre masses to participate in research, 
Therefore, the construction of a complete organisational structure consisting of 
the specialised fields necessary for the specialised organs to do military science 
work, and organigational forms of a mass nature which are appropriate to the 
ereeeemne of building advanced military science, is an urgent, long-range 
problem, 


The inoreasingly complex military science research tasks require that we have a 
corps of military science cadres with stable political levels and good military 
levels, have relatively comprehensive knowledge, especially economics, have increas- 
ingly expert specialized professional ability, and have the necessary numbers. At 
present, our corps of military science cadres has taken form in many sectors, 
includes many fields, and has accumulated much actual combat experience and some 
experience in military science research, but many comrades have not been basically 
trained, so their levels are still low. The number of cadres who have good 
specialized abilities and who are skilled leaders is small. They are usually omer, 
but their ranks have not yet been supplemented by cadres from the succeeding 
generation. 


That situation has adversely affected the development of the military science work 
in both the short term and the long term. Therefore, it is necessary to pay atten- 
tion to doing a truly good job of cultivating and training the cadres doing military 
science research. That work must be tied in with plans for the long-range building 
of the army and the armed forces which look for ahead, are broad in concept and 
combine the short range with the long range, in order to have pians for training, 
Cultivating, and using cadres. In the immediate future, we must urgently organize 
the cultivation of military science cadres so that they can be capable of doing the 
work assigned them. We must create specialized cadres and skilled sector-leading 
cadres who are capable of heading military sclence organs of the various sectors 
and echelons, while at the same time paying attention to building and training a 
corps of young cadres to succeed them, and advance to standardizing according to 
regulations and to standaris of military science function which are appropriate to 
the actual situation of our army at present, in ormler to assure continuity in the 
military science work. in the actual situation of our country during the recent 
period, many cadres were steeled in actual combat but had little opportunity to 
Study military theory basically and systematically. Furthermore, some of them were 
able to study and research relatively basic theory but had little opportunity to 
steel themselves in actual combat, in leading and commanding troops. Therefore, 
closely combining those two types of cadres and developing the strengths of 
individuals so that they can supplement one another is a very important matter in 
improving the quality of military science research. 


In the cultivation of military science cadres, in addition to the basic theories of 
Marxism-Leninism, the political and military lines, military art, and other military 
knowledge, it is necessary to cultivate them fundamentally with regamis to military 
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solence researeh methods, such as Marxist-Leninist methodology of military science 
and the research methode of each military solence field, In addition to training 
and cultivating military science cadres, as discussed above, it is necessary to 
attain stabllity in organieing and using military selence cadres, so that they oan 
be at ease in their work, enthusiastically enter into their profession, accumulate 
more and more knowledge and experience, create conditions for the military seience 
cadres to study and become deeply specialised in their subjects, conduct research 
projects of inoreasingly higher quality, and contribute increasingly more to the 
enterprise of building the armed forces, consolidating national defense, and build- 
ing a nodern Vietnamese military selence, 


The party committees and commanders of the sectors and echelons must truly pay 
attention to, and directiy lead and guide, the military science work, 


Directly leading and guiding the military selence work is a permanent mJjor respon- 
sibility of the party committees and commanders, It contributes positively to 
success in the unit's development and combat, and at the same time contributes to 
improving the leadership and command ability of the party committee members and the 
commanders, That matter is of increasingly greater importance in the course of 
development of war, of science and technolog, and the armed forces. The party 
committees must regularly issue resolutions or directives regariing the military 
science work. The commanders themselves must study, organize implementation, give 
guidance, carry out recapitulations to isolate experiences, and, by means of that 
work, further the fulfillment of the other tasks and improve their ability. 


During the anti-U.S. war, the leaders of the army and the unit commanders directly 
guided and organized military science research. Therefore, they successfully 
resolved many problems regarding military theory and practice, military art, and 
the development of our armed forces, and contributed to winning victory on the 
battlefield, 


During the recent wars and during the wars to defend the homeland many problens 
regamiing military science and military art were posed and had to be resolved at 
all echelons and in all sectors. Therefore, military science had to be organized 
and carried out very strictly, positively, and urgently if it was to fulfill its 
mission, Therefore, it was necessary to create specialized military research 
organizations and military science councils at the various echelons (general 
departments, military regions, armed forces branches, combat arms, institutes, 
schools, etc.). Those organigations were staff organs of the leaders and con- 
manders which were concerned with military science. The commanders must know how 
to develop the effect of those organigations, stipulate specific functions, have 
programs and plans for regular activities and meetings, in omer to strongly 
develop the collective intelligence and help the commanders guide, manage, ard 
coordinate the organization and implementation of the military science research 
missions, and combine military science research with the combat, construction, and 
training mission- assigned by the upper echelon. When studying, explaining, and 
organizing the implementation of those missions, attention must be paid to isolat- 
ing problems that must be researched and resolved ina manner appropriate to the 
characteristics and specific conditions of the battlefield and of the unit. On 
that basis, we must assign research tasks and topics, and methods for carrying out 
the military science work. Perfecting the military science organs, strengthening 
the cadres, and continually monitoring and assisting the military science organs 
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and cadres create the necessary conditions for them to do their work well, The 
commanders must set aside time to, along with the Military Selence Council, approve 
research and compilation projects of the military sclence organs, organise the 
Tapid application of the results of researoh, promptly ieolate experiences and 
Supplement theory, and promptly reward, mobilise, and encourage valuable scientific 
accomplishments, The party committees and the commanders must be truly concerned 
with leading and guiding, and cleverly organise, use, and develop the specialised 
organs and cadres, along with the collective intelligence of the unit, That is a 
factor which directly decides the development and fulfiliment of the missions of 
military science, 


Closely combine the development of military science in our country with the con- 
tinuation and development of the national military tradition, along with the study 
of the advanced military experiences of the world, especially of the Soviet Union. 


During the past several decades our military science, under the light of Marxiam- 
Leniniem and under the leadership of our party, has developed strongly and has 
fulfilled ite mission, in large part because it is based on the actualities of 
Vietnam, its people, social system geographical conditions, struggle process, etc., 
including our nation's rich military traditions. Our ancestors’ process of exist- 
ing and developing, in the course of more than 20 centuries of continuous, fierce 
fighting and very glorious victory over many larger and stronger aggressor powers, 
principally from the north, created military traditions that were unique in many 
ways, with regard to politics and moral, the organigation of forces, the develop- 
ment of battle status, fighting methods, equipment and technical facilities, etc. 
Those traditions include the traditions of the entire population uniting to defeat 
the aggressors, of “Everyone is a soldier, the entire nation stops the enemy,” of 
“when the enemy arrive at the house, the children, old people, and women fight 
them,” and of “Better to die a glorious death than to live in shame,” in order to 
defend their nation, village, house, and mastership right. Our tradition of fight- 
ing the enemy is attacking militarily, politically, and diplomatically, by many 
appropriate kinds of troops (troops of the central level, the localities, and the 
people), by means of many kinds of weapons and equipment (from bamboo spikes to 
fire-guns, rock traps, and war elephants), and by many highly effective fighting 
methods which fought many with few and defeated strength by weakness, while aiso 
knowing how to create position, strength, and opportunity in omer to create 
strength as great as “placing a rock on an egg,” in order to win victory. 


During the recent period our military science nas known how to carry on those tra- 
ditions and develop them to a high degree, in combination with the new actualities 
of today: a new Vietnamese man who has assimilate the light of Marxisn-Leninisn, 
and a new democratic, socialist regime which has gradually taken forn, the 
extremely fierce and heroic fighting against large, powerful enemies, and the 
creation of a peerless people's war art, which have contributed to the enterprise 
of liberating the nation, defending the homeland, and fulfilling international 
obligations. It is a military science which has successfully resolved the 
theoretical and practical problems of revolutionary war ina country that is not 
large and does not have a large population, but has defeated the aggressive wars 
of large imperalist countries, even the leading imperialist country. Its small 
army defeated an army that was much larger and much better equipped. Today, the 
conditions of our country have changed and will continue to change even more: 











it is unified and is advancing to soclaliem, it has 4 militant alliance with Lace 
and Kampuchea; it cooperates in all ways with the Soviet Union and the other 
SoGlalist countries, etc, The strength of the Vietnamese people has greatly 
increased, Therefore, Vietnamese military science has new premises, and new 
material bases on which to develop. We must continually adhere to, enter deeply 
into, and base ourselves on those new actualities, But we should not for that 
reason regard iightiy the carrying on and development of those national military 
— both the long-standing traditions and those of the past serveral 
ecades. 


In addition to carrying on and developing the precious military traditions and 
experiences of our people, Marxist-Leninist military science places great emphasis 
on studying the advanced military experiences of the world and of the fraternal 
socialist nations, especially the Soviet Union. That is also a positive factor 
which furthers the development of our country's military science, The interflow 
assimilation, and sutual stimulation with regard to culture and knowledge in many 
spheres, including the military sphere, is an important objective phenomenon in 
international life at the present time. Closing the door, thiking that we “have 
enough,” and regarding lightly the advanced knowledge of the world are mistakes 
which set us back, especially under modern world conditions. But it would be 
incorrect to adopt anything mechanically or apply unchanged the experiences of 
foreign countries in our country. We must study those experiences selectively and 
apply them creatively. We pay special attention to Soviet military science 
because it is a military science created by the party of Lenin. It took form and 
developed ina process of long, fierce struggle to create and defend the ~oviet 
regime and defend the socialist homeland waged by the Soviet people and army. It 
contributed positively to defeating fascism, the most belligerent component of 
imperialism, and is today developing strongly under the conditions of a country 
that is building communism and has very modern, powerful material-technical bases. 
It is the most revolutiomry, sodern, advanced, ani richest military science. 
Vietnamese military science and Soviet military science share the same ideological 
base -- Marxism-Leninism. They have the same objective -- defending the legitimate 
interests of their nations and of the world socialist system. They share a common 
enemy -- imperialism and the international reactionaries. Vietnam and the Soviet 
Union also cooperate with and assist each other in all respects. Therefore, today 
we must, and can, study and creatively apply the advanced experiences of Soviet 
military science to the actual combat ami construction conditions of our army and 
mation.

facilities, morale and politics, organigation, operational art, geography, and the 
Vietnamese people in the past and under the new historical conditions of the 
present time.

Studying the good points of our friends and of the world is also a developmental 
law of our country's military science.

PROGRESS IN DEVELOPING TIEN GIANG DEFENSIVELY DETAILED

[Excerpt | Since our country's revolution entered a new phase, in correct accordance 
with the correct line of the party Tien Giang, along with the people of the entire 
nation, is concentrating all of its strength and intelligence on the great enter- 
prise of building socialism and defending the socialist Vietnamese homeland. The 
people of Tien Giang, a province in the strategic rear area, as well as many other 
localities, have paid all-out attention to the task of building and consolidating 
national defense by all the people. 


Building and consolidating national defense by all the people to strongly defend 

the socialist Vietnamese homeland is a new mission which has a large number of 

very demanding requirements. But ‘r the new developmental phase our country creates 
new capabilities and new, very advantageous capabilities for fulfilling that mission 
and those requirements. The actual accomplishments of Tien Giang in fulfilling its 
mission of consolidating nationa defense, aiding the front, maintaining combat 
readiness, and fighting to defend the southwestern border, and in fulfilling its 
international obligation toward the fraternam Kampuchean people have demonstrated 
that. 


Not long after being liberated the people of Tien Giang urgently created a new 
governmental administration in the locality, endeavored to restore and develop pro- 
duction after the war, and at the same time carrying out many tasks to build up the 
local armed forces, mobilize and organize the people to fulfill their obligation to 
defend the homeland, etc. Thousands of youths in the province set out to take up 
arms and fight heroically, or serve the fighting, on the southwestern and northern 
borders. The people contributed grain, medicine, and facilities to help the front 
win victory. The local armed forces, along with the public security forces and the 
entire population, maintained political security and social omer, and defended the 
rear area. Attention was paid to carrying out socialist transformation and social- 
ist construction in the locality, combined with building and consolidating national 
defense and fulfilling the rear area mission with regard to the front. Although 
those tasks are only in the initial stage they are on the right track and are 
attaining increasingly greater effectiveness. 
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The reason why Tien Giang could attain some initial accomplishments in combining 
the tasks of building and defending the homeland was, above all, that the party 
organiagations and governmental administrations at the various echelons, as well as 
the people, gradually gained understanding of the political and military lines of 
the party, and made increasingly greater efforts to strictly carry out the policies 
and directives of the party and state, in a manner appropriate to the actual con- 
ditions of the province. The provincial party committee and the provincial people's 
committee, Simultaneously working and studying, are endeavoring to do an increas- 
ingly better job of resolving the new problems posed in the task of developing Tien 
Giang Province into a strategic unit of national defense by all the people and 
people's was to defend the socialist homeland. 


On the basis of the actual experiences of that locality, we will express some ini- 
tial thoughts the fulfillment of the mission of building and consolidating national 
defense by all the people in the locality. 


A matter of foremost importance is firmly grasping the basic viewpoints of our 
party regarding the construction and defense of the homeland and regarding the 
organic relationship between economic construction and the consolidation of national 
defense in the new revolutionary phase. With regard to the provinces in the sphere 
of the rear area of war to defend the homeland, that is a decisive factor of fore- 
most importance in determining contents and implementation methods in the process of 
developing the province into a strategic unit of national defense by all the people. 


The Fourth Party Congress determined the line of socialist revolution and the line 
of socialist economic construction in our country in the new phase. The congress 
also delineated, in a scientific and revolutionary manner, problems relevant to the 
basic viewpoints and policies which light the way for the enterprise of consolidat- 
ing national defense and building up the people's armed forces in order to assure 
that our entire population and entire army can fulfill both of their missions: 
successfully constructing socialism and solidly defending our socialist homeland. 


That is the viewpoint of regarding national construction having to accompany nation- 
al defense, and socialist construction having to accompany the defense of socialisn, 
as a life-or-death requirement of our people. 


That is the viewpoint regarding the organic relationship between the economy and 
national defense, and of regarding the strength of the socialist economy as the 
basis of the national defense strength of all the people. 


It is the viewpoint of regarding the national defense strength of our people as the 
combined strength of the party's political and military lines of the party, of the 
system of socialist collective mastership, of large-scale socialist production, and 
of the new socialist culture and the new socialist man in our country. 


It is the viewpoint of regarding the development and consolidation of mtional 
defense as a responsibility of our entire population and entire army, and also of 
the system of proletarian dictatorship, under the leadership of the party. 
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On the basis of those basic viewpointe, the congress adopted the policy of combin- 
ing the labor obligation with the military obligation, and applying the military 
obligation system to all young men and the system of the army engaging in economic 
Construction, in order to both further the great undertaking of economic construc- 
tion and assures the solid consolidation of national defense, The party also 
determined that the provinces and municipalities were strategic units with regard 
to both economics and national defense, 


During the past several years, the Central Executive Committee, developing and 
concretiging the resolution of the Congress so that it could be appropriate to the 
development of the situation in our country and in the world, has clearly exposed 
the plot of the Beijing expansionists, in league with the U.S. imperialists, to 
weaken and annex our country, and set forth three strategic tasks to meet three 
basic requirements: improving the people's living conditions; strengthening 
national defense and defending the homeland; and building the material-technical 
bases of socialism, which our entire party, population, and army must fulfill and 
cannot reject or temporarily set aside, 


In the process of developing the province into a strategic unit Tien Giang, deeply 
imbued with the political and military lines and tasks of the party, has made all- 
out efforts to creatively apply those basic viewpoints, in a manner appropriate to 
the special characteristics of the local situation, and has regarded that as the 
theoretical basis and guidance thought for all activities to construct and consoli- 
date national defense in the locality. 


Tien Giang, in the Mekong Delta region, is a highly populated province but does not 
have much land. The province has a population of more than 1.2 million and an 
area of 23,810 square kilometers. There are about 130,000 hectares of agricultural 
land. Most of the province's rice land has been positively improved, and new 
technical measures have been applied, but not on a large scale, so yields are not 
yet high. Therefore, although the province is in a key rice area and has great 
agricultural potential, food production is only at the subsistence level, so wher 
natural disasters occur or there is a bad harvest difficulties are encountered in 
the people's lives. 


Industrially, Tien Giang has practically nothing except for a number of installa 
tions producing hand-held agriculturai tools, some small machine shops, and some 
privately owned sugar mills. There is an enterprise for repairing and building 
barges. During the past year the province constructed a factory for freezing fish 
and fruit. 


Furthermore, Tien Giang, a province which had just escaped from a neocolonial 
society, must overcome a whole series of adverse social, political, and economic 
aftereffects of the old regime. 


The characteristics of the above situation have posed for Tien Giang very demanding 
requirements regarding socialist transformation and socialist construction, the 
establishment of new production relationships, the construction of new production 
forces, and developing the province's economy along the lines of large-scale 
socialist production. That is an urgent mission which results not from subjective 
desires but from life and the rights and profound aspirations of the local working 
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people, If it is not fulfilled we cannot develop production, have stable living 
conditions, or contribute positively to the great undertaking of building and 
defending the homeland. 


In addition to the urgent tasks of improving the people's living conditions and 
bullding the material-technical bases of socialism, the task of building and con- 
solidating national defense in order to fulfill the requirements of fighting on the 
front line to defend the homeland and of maintaining combat readiness to defend 

the locality are also very urgent and demand that the people of Tien Giang carry 
out a whole series of military tasks. Indeed, Tien Giang, a province which lies at 
the gateway to Ho Chi Minh City, has a coastline of tens of kilometers, connects 
Eastern Nam Bo and Western Ne» Bo, and borders on fraternal Kampuchea, occupies a 
Strategic military position with regard to the entire south. Tien Giang is also a 
component of the structure of the strategic rear area of war to defend the home- 
land. The modern nature of war, the plots and schemes of the aggressor troops, 

the province's natural position, etc., demonstrate that the "rear area" and the 
"front" are only relative. For that reason, the soldiers and people of Tien Giang 
must, beginning now, be prepared to fight to defend the locality and supply man- 
power and materiel for the combat readiness and combat tasks of our armed forces 
on the battlefields. Tien Giang, a province with a population of more than 1 
million and considerable agricultural potential, can and must become an important 
part of the strategic rear area and a solid strategic unit of people's war under 
all circumstances of war to defend the homeland. 


Therefore, Tien Giang must simultaneously fulfill both missions -- economic con- 
struction and the consolidation of national defense -- and cannot neglect either, 
or complete one before beginning the other. The fulfillment of both missions must 
be combined in the over-all process of building and defending the locality. 


The daily life of each hamlet and village, ami of the entire province, demands 

that. The experiences of Tien Giang demonstrate that in any village or neighbor- 
hood with a solid governmental administration and strong militia and self-defense 
forces, which is strong enough to serve as a hari-core force in maintaining politi- 
cal security and social order, the people are at ease in production and have 
wholesome cultural and social lives. And places with strong production collectives, 
developed production, and good living conditions, usually have strong militia and 
self-defense forces and the fulfillment of the youths’ military obligation is 
facilitated. The importance of the two missions and the unity of the missions of 
building and defending the socialist homeland were set forth by the party immedi- 
ately after our country's revolution entered a new phase, and were supplemented 

more and more fully by many succeeding resolutions of the Party Central Committees 
In our province, the party organization and the organs of the various sectors and 
echelons were at an early date clearly instructed that combining the missions of 
building socialism and defending the socialist homeland, and production and combat 
readiness, was a principle, an action slogan, especially since the Pol Pot- Jeng Sary 
began to cause armed clashes along the sothwestern border. 





The actualities in our province ¢* onstrate that a considerable number of distorted 
tendencies will occur if the view oints of the party regarding the combining of 
national construction and national defense, and economic development and the 
consolidation of national defense are not fully understand. At present there are 
still many cadres who have incorrect understanding, who separate the process of 
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socialist transformation and socialist construction from the of building and con- 
solidating aational defense, to the degree that they emphasize one aspect and regard 
another lightly. Some people believe that the southein provinces must wait until 
they complete socialist transformation before beginning, and carrying out, the 
transformation of the province into a strategic unit. Their consciousness of 
vigilance and of building social consciousness is not continuous and solid. When 
there is a tense military situation they have strong consciousness and pay attention 
to the military work, but when the situation is less tense, or when they are con- 
centrating on fulfilling their economic missions or building political bases they 
drop their guard and relax their national defense work. A considerable number of 
cadres have also manifested localism and partialism, and do not regard the resolu- 
tion of local problems as being tied in with the comnon situation and missions of 
the entire nation; they only see their sectors and localities, and do not see the 
unity of the localities throughout the province and in the provinces throughout the 
mation, or the inseparable relationship between the rear area and the front, or 
between the front and the rear echelon. 


Everyone knows that since we entered a new revolutionary phase, our party has 
always stressed the decisive importance of the implementation and continual develop- 
ment of the collective mastership right of the laboring people. Our party has also 
confirmed more and more fully the basic contents of those viewpoints. Our Tien 
Giang party organization realizes that, in the sphere of building socialism and 
consolidating national defense, that is a very basic viewpoint that must be fully 
understood in all tasks, especially with regard to the military task, a sphere 

that usually demands very great efforts and great sacrifices on the part of the 


people. 


It may be said that one of the principal reasons why Tien Giang has not, during the 
past several years, not outstandingly fulfilled its military missions is that our 
party organization has not enabled the cadres to deeply understand and skilfully 
apply that party viewpoint. In view of the negative phenomena in the task of build- 
ing national defense and fulfilling military obligations in the localities, many 
cadres have evaluated incorrectly, sometimes very incorrectly, our people's 
traditional revolutionary spirit. There is the incorrect view that since the 
people were heavily influenced by the neocolonial regime, negativism on the part 
of the people toward the military obligation cannot be overcome. Our locality has 
resolutely struggled against incorrect phenomena in evaluating the capabilities and 
role of the masses, further strengthened the strong confidence of the cadres in 
the people, and resolutely relied on the people to carry out all tasks. Every 
party menber, cadre, party organization, governmental administration, and mass 
association reviews and examines its deficiencies in exercising and developing the 
mastership right of the working people. 


The advances of Tien Glang in troop recruitment and in mobilizing the people to 
fulfill their 1960 grain obligations have proved that when the role of the people 
is correctly evaluated, the people are truly respected, and many steps are taken to 
mobilize and educate the people, especially to enable them to clearly understand 
the stands and policies of the party and state and to clearly understand every- 
thing, and when conditions are created for the people to participate in democratic 
discussions as the masters, all tadks can be carried out well and all difficulties 
Can be overcome. In 1960, during the first phase, Tien Giang surpassed its 
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annual troop recruitment norm with higher quality than during the previous year 
because it had undergone a strong transformation in developing the people's collec- 
tive mastership right. 


The above are some features regarding the status of applying the viewpoints of the 
party in building and consolidating national defense and in transforming Tien Giang 
into a strategic unit of people's war by all the people.

The military region fulfil- 
led its troop recruitment plan for the first cycle of 1980 with regard to both 
quantity and time, and the quality of the new recruits clearly improved. Many 
provinces and districts in the military region surpassed the plans assigned by the 
upper echelons. Hau Giang Province attained 153 percent, and Ben Tre 112 percent, 
of their plan norms. Tien Giang Province fulfilled its annual troop recruitment 
plan during the first troop recruitment cycle. The military region as a whole 
surpassed its troop recruitment norm by 19 percent. 


In addition to the victories of the troop recruitment campaign, the other aspects 
of the local military work in the military zone, such as building and consolidating 
the military and self-defense forces, building a defensive battle posture, military 
training, combat readiness, participating in the struggle against the negative 
phenomena in society, maintaining political security and social order, carrying out 
the army's rear area policies, etc., have been promoted and have made progress. 
Many other local tasks, such as summer-fall season production, the mobilization of 
grain, and commercial and industrial registration, have also attained encouraging 
results. Nearly all of the localities which surpassed their troop recruitment 
norms were also localities which fulfilled or surpassed their grain mobilization 
norms, and were places in which the production movement was promoted, solidarity 
among the people was strengthened, and the basic units were further consolidated. 
In the course of i.e campaign to fulfill this years military obligation, the 
consciousness and sense of responsibility of the echelons and sectors, and of the 
youths and people, toward the enterprise of consolidating national defense and 
defending the homeland, were further strengthened. 


Winning those victories was not easy. They resulted from the application of 
experiences, especially resolute overcoming of deficiencies in the leadership of 
troop recruitment during the past few years, and were the combined result of the 
process of profound revolutionary campaigning among the people, struggle against 
incorrect knowledge and viewpoints, and struggle against the negative phenomena in 
the campaign to fulfill the military obligation within the party, the governmental 
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administrations, and the mase organigations. They reflect the new progress in the 
leadership and guidance of the loca. party committees, governmental administra- 
tions, and military organs in mobilieing the people and organising youths to ful- 
fill their military obligations. Military Region 9 carried out a preliminary 
recapitulation of the first cycle troop recruitment, from the base level to the 
military region level, and learned a number of necessary lessons. 


1, Goneentrated, resolute guidance. 


As everyone knows, in order to complete the work of the revolution there must be 
concentrated, united leadership by the party committee echelons. Thoroughly under- 
Standing that principle in the task of leading troop recruitment was, with regard 
to many localities in the ailitary sone, a long process. In the past, a consider- 
able number of cadres and party members of the various echelons and sectors be- 
lieved that the task of mobilising troop recruitment and the fulfillment of mili- 
tary obligations was the concern only of thw military organs. Therefore, there is 
the phenomenon of some party committees giving blank checks in that work to the 
military organs and the Youth Union. There are even the opinions that “we haven't 
defeated the enemy, or brought about peace,” and “we will be hungry if we don't 
have rice, so we must be concerned above all with producing and purchasing.” That 
explains why, during recent years the results of the movement to recruit troops and 
fulfill military obligations in the looalities in the military region has not 
developed uniformly or solidly. 


Correctly understanding and resolving the relationship between the two missions, 
building the nation and defending the homeland, this year the party committees, 
from the provincial committee to the base-level committees in the military region, 
posed tie problem of ieading the local military tack in general and the troop 
recruitment and military obligation fulfillment task in particlular is a political 
mission which must receive continuous attention. When they received directives to 
recruit troops, the party committees regarded then as central ad hoc missions the 
fulfillment of which required the combined strength of the centralized, unified 
proletarian dictatorship system. After studying the troop recruitment plans and 
norms for 1960, the party committees discussed and passed resolutions regarding 
the important leadership probleme and coordinated the sectors 80 that the guidance 
of troop recruitment could attain the best possible results. 


The party committees believe that it is necessary to enable the entire party and 
entire population to fully understand botn principal tasks -- building and defern- 
ing the homeland. It is necessary to, via the movement to recruit troops and ful- 
fill military obligations, further strengthen patriotism, socialist consciousness, 
ond awareness of enforcing and respecting state laws, in the whole party and popu- 
tion, especially among the various categories of youths. The cadres and party 
members must be truly exemplary in fulfilling those missions. The people often 
say, "The family cones first, then possessions.” Once the masses are enlightened 
and voluntarily urge their children to set out to fulfill their military obliga- 
tions and defend the homeland, then they are certain to enthusiastically fulfill 
all other tasks in the localities. Therefore, it is necessary to use the troop 
recruitment work to further all other locai tasks. 











Due to correct determination of the onaracteristics and position of the troop 
recruitment task, Tien Giang Province assembled more than 300 cadres of the various 
sectors, with the military organ serving as the backbone, and set up work teams to 
€0 to assist the districts and base-level unite guide and organise the implementa- 
tion of troop recruitment. The provinoe directed the district and village secre- 
taries and chairmen to directly guide that task in their localities, The provin- 
Clal and district echelons kept a step ahead to gain experience with which to 
provide general guidance, In the guidance process, the secretary of the provincial 
party committee discovered that Cai Lay District, where things were tried out 
first, had not met ite requiremente, was enoountering many difficulties, and was 
confused, He listened to a report by the seoretary and chairman of the district 
party committee on the situation and indicated the strong points, the weak points, 
and the implementation methode, At the same time, the province sent a number of 
able cadres to help Cai lay District fulfill the key provincial tasks, As a result, 
Cai iay District surpassed the annual troop recruitment norm during the first 
cycle. The province quickly learned lessons in order to give over-all guidance. 


In an atmosphere of the people enthusiastically seeing off children who were enlist- 
ing, the entire province held emotional farewell ceremonies. The province's troop 
recruitment guidance committee decided to fulfill the annual plan during the very 
first cycle, and contributed to assuring that the allitary region fulfilled its 
first-cycle troop recruitment norm. In addition to its troop recruitment accom- 
plishments, Tien Giang is also a province which has made many efforts in mobilizing 
the people to fulfill their obligations to pay taxes and sell grain to the state. 


2. Develop the collective mastership right of the masses and of youths. 


Since the liberation the people of the Mekong Delta provinces have many times seen 
off their children and younger siblings, who were setting out to join the arny and 
fulfill their glorious mission of defending the homeland. But there are still many 
people who, because they lived a long time under the control and influence of the 
U.S. and its puppets, and because our education mobiligation have not been suffi- 
cient, cannot avoid having nisunderstandings, and especially have not been able to 
Clearly distinguish between the nature of the enemy's troop conscription in the 
past and the fulfillment of our military obligation today. Furthermore, during the 
past several years there nave been many examples of failure to implement policies 
fairly and rationally when recruiting troops ina number of localities. Therefore, 
the local party committees regamied continuing education regamiing the military 
obligation, and the development of the mastership right of the people and of youths, 
as key concerns which would determine the success of the 1980 campaign to fulfill 
the military obl‘gation. 


In order to develop the mastership right, it is necessary to enable everyone to 
have consciousness of being masters and be capable of serving as masters. As they 
begin this year's troop recruitment cycle, the localities in the military region are 
carrying out a deep and incisive political education and motivation campaign anong 
the various categories of people, especially youths regarding the obligations of 
citizens in the enterprise of building socialism and defending the socialist home- 
land. Everyone must be made to understand more clearly the common revolutionary 
Situation and tasks of the whole nation, and the tasks of the locality. They must 
Clearly understand the nefarious plots of the imperialists, the Beijing reac- 
tionaries, and the other reactionary powers, toward our country ani the countries 
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of the Indochinese Peninsula. They must be educated in order to increase their 
patriotism and love of socialiam, develop the local revolutionary traditions among 
the various categories of people and youths, and enable everyone to realise their 
honor and responsibility in fulfilling their military obligation and defending the 
homeland. Thanks to that education, the people are increasingly able to dis- 
tinguish the difference between the U.S.-puppet troop conseription in the past and 
the present military obligation, and take the initiative in smashing the enemy's 
psychological warfare. 


As the masters, the entire population discuss the affairs of the country, and the 
people in the localities in the military region enthusiastically study, select 
people to join the army, confirm the duty of the rear area toward the front and 
their international duty, and criticize and struggle against instances of failure 
to correctly observe the military obligation law. 


In addition to education to strengthen patriotem and love of socialism, the local- 
ities in the military regions in the military region have paid special attention 
to teaching and enforcing the military obligation law. State laws are the codifi- 
cation of the collective mastership right of the people and stipulate obligations 
toward society and the homeland which all citigens must fulfill. 


During the past several years, many localities have failed to py adequate atten- 
tion to teaching and enforcing the law. That has been one of the reasons for the 
negative phenomena in fulfilling the military obligation. This year, study and 
enforcement of the law has been given adequate attention, which has played an 
important role in developing the positive elements and solidarity among the people. 
The localities have reproduced the directives and dicisions of the Council of 
Ministers, the Secretariat of the Party Central Committee, and the Ministry of 
National Defense regarding the fulfillment of the military obligation, so that 
everyone could research and study them. In the course of that study, everyone 
informed their families and localities who fulfilled their obligation and who did 
not, and exposed and criticized negative phenomena in fulfilling the military 
obligation. Therefore, the collective mastership right cf the people was developed 
and there was resolute struggle against violations of the law, even by party 
members and cadres with positions and authority. A number of cadres and party 
members who were not exemplary in observing the military obligation law,covered up 
deficiencies, law violations, etc., were subjected to stiff discipline. That had a 
strong effect among the people. Some people who previously paid little attention 
to the law, regarded the governmental administration lightly, were hesitant in 
fulfilling the obligations of citizens, etc., have undergone good transformations. 
Many people who formerly led astray by bad people and opposed the military obliga- 
tion law have now awakened and voluntarily take their children to have their 
pre-induction physicals. 





The policy of fairness in troop recruitment was correctly implemented. In the 
troop recruitment process, the localities combined propaganda and education regard- 
ing the military obligation with the labor obligation, and combined pre-induction 
physicals and the categoration of political quality and health with the distribu- 
tion and use of labor forces for the local projects. The entire population deter- 
mined which youths would fulfill their military obligations and which would fulfill 
long-term labor obligations. After studying and considering the standaris, the 
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youths categorised themselves into the various categories 1 exemption or postpone- 
ment of the military obligation, sufficiently qualified to fulfill the military 
obligation, or fulfillment of the long-range military obligation at the local con- 
atruction sites, 


It is necessary to bring to an end the lack of fairness regarding the obligations 
of youths and families toward the homeland. Many provinces, such as Tien Giang, 
Ben Tre, Hau Giang, etc., have adopted the policy of appealing for youths to enlist 
while also appealing for youths who are not sufficiently qualified to enter the 
army to register to fulfill long-range labor obligations. All youths who are 
sufficiently qualified to enter the army must do so, and those who are exempted 
will not be accepted, while those not sufficiently qualified to enter the army will 
be selected to fulfill their labor obligation at the local socialist construction 
Sites, The people approve of that policy. It is significant in many respects and 
serves to strongly encourage the families and the youths who are fulfilling their 
obligation to defend the homeland. 





The cadres and party members play an important role in that regard. In this year's 
troop recruitment cycle, many cadres and party members of the various echelons, 
sectors, and localities nave demonstrated their exemplary role to the masses. The 
secretary of the party committee of An Huu Village in Cai lay District set an 
example by seeing off his children (a son and a son-in-law), who were setting out 
to enlist. That act served to encourage the people of the entire village to 
enthusiastically urge their children to fulfill their military obligation, and 
contributed to enabling the village to fulfill its annual troop recruitment norm 
during the first cycle. 


3}. Closely combining troop recruitment with all other aspects of the local mili- 
tary work. 


The troop recruitment task is intimately related to the other aspects of the local 
military work and the other political tasks in the locality. The good performance 
of the troop recruitment task serves to strongly encourage the revolutionary 
movement in the locality. And vice versa, the good performance of the other 
aspects of the local military work, such as building strong base-level units, 
carrying out the army's rear area policy, building strong militia and self-defense 
forces, encouraging deserters to return to the army and fulfill their military 
obligations, etc., contribute practically to the good performance of the troop 
recruitment task. 


This year, Military Region 9 is closely combining the troop recruitment campaign 
with a campaign to encourage deserters to return to the army. Failure to deal 
properly with such people will not only adversely influence base-level construc- 
tion but will also adversely affect the youths so are abovt to enlist, so the 
troop recruitment task cannot attain good results. Therefore, the localities in 
the military region have carried out an education campaign regarding the military 
obligation and have mobilized all the people to encourage deserters to return to 
the army, by applying many positive measures and by combining the mass associations 
with the families and the educational task with administrative measures. After 
concentrating on the study of the military obligation law and a number of direc- 
tives and resolutions of the Council of Ministers, the localities divided such 
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youths into three categories -- fully qualified to, and capable of continuing to 
fulfill their military obligations, unqualified, and exempted -- so that correct, 
appropriate steps could be taken. Ben Tre Province, where policies are applied 
first in the military region, persuaded more than 90 percent of the deserters to 
return to the army. Tien Giang and Hau Giang provinces attained rates of more than 
80 percent, After studying, most of the deserters clearly realised their mistake 
and voluntarily returned to the army to fulfill their military obligations. Many 
of them attained good accomplishments in work and study. The good resolution of 
that problem contributed to stabilizing the situation in the base-level units, 
restoring the legitimate political rights of many deserters and their families, 
liberated them from illegal lives because they had not signed population registers, 
etc., which Greated a new revolutionary spirit among the people. 


The good implementation of the army's rear services had a strong stimulating effect 
on the fulfillment of military obligations. The army's rear area is a very great 
matter which plays an important role in increasing the combat strength of the 
people's armed forces. Our party and state have continually paid attention to 

that matter. The military region has continually sent cadre delegations to the 
base level to oversee the implementation of the army's rear area policy. Many 
localities have paid attention to stabilizing the living conditions of the troops’ 
families. Tien Giang Province has set aside 1 million work-points to help the 
families with merit toward the revolution and the families of war dead, wounded 
soldiers, and soldiers which are encountering difficulties. Many production 
collectives have, on the basis of their capabilities and conditions, voluntarily 
set aside the necessary amount of rice to help the production collective families 
members of which have joined the army. Some production collectives in Hau Giang 
Province have given the troops' families 18 to 20 gia, equivalent to about 400 
kilograms. The troops’ families, assisted by the party, the vovernment, and the 
local administration, and aided by the people in the hamlets, villages, and 
production collectives, produce more enthusiastically, encourage their children to 
fulfull their obligations toward the people and the nation, and are worthy of being 
the families of revolutionary military personnel. 


The troop recruitment task is intimately related to the work of building strong 
base-level units. Only if hamlets, precincts, and villages are strong can the 
army have a solid rear area. Only strong base-level units can create favorable 
conditions for developing the district into a military fortress and the province 
into a strategic unit of national defense by all the people. The fact that the 
people voluntarily enlist their children in the army to fulfill their military 
obligation manifests the level of political consciousness of the masses, and aiso 
manifests the leadership and organization levels of the base-level units. Actual 
events show that where base-level units are strong there are sufficient troops, 
there is much rice, and the revolutionary movement of the masses is highly 
developed. 


The military region recommended that the provinces have plans to coordinate in 
guiding the construction of the base-level units, and has set up a component to 
guide the construction of base-level units under the direct guidance of the mili- 
tary region party committee and command. In troop recruitment, the military region 
sent many work teams to help the provinces and districts guide the movement. The 
military region also prepared cadres to play hari-core roles in the provincial and 
district teams building base-level units. 
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In order to have strong base-level units there must be good cadres, Military Region 
9 took the initiative in making recommendations to the provinces regarding plans and 
contributed to training cadres for the base-level units, The military region 
drafted a plan to select enlisted men and noncommissioned officers who were about 
to complete their enlistments, had attained accomplishments, and hed good quality 
and developmental ability in order to cultivate and train them to become leadership 
cadres in the bage-level units before they return to the localities to work, They 
were cultivated with regard to politics, culture, knowledge, management, agricul- 
tural techniques, administrative skills, etc. With regard to military matters, they 
were trained in accordance with the reserve officer program. The military region 
will go all-out in struggling over a certain period of time, along with the 
provinces, to contribute to the creation of a corps of base-level cadres with 
relatively basic and comprehemsive training and cultivation from among military 
personnel who have completed their enlistments and returned to serve as the 
activists among the base-level cadres in the localities in the military region. 


The base-level units directly lead the popular masses in carrying out all stands 
and policies of the party and state. If there are strong base-level units not only 
will the local military work be carried out well but all other political tasks in 
the localities will also be fulfilled victoriously. The cadres who are trained, 
from among military personnel who returned after completing their military enlist- 
ments, will be lively examples who will encourage youths to enthusiastically enlist 
and fulfill their military obligations. 


The training centers for new recruits play a very important role in educating and 
encouraging youths to fulfill their military obligations. Such centers are where 
youths first come into contact with the army and are the first classroms in the 
lives of soldiers. They are also the first places in which parents place their 
confidence after sending their children into the army. Initial contacts usually 
create very profound impressions. They represent a change in the way of life and 
state of mind, and also the ideological consciousness, of the youths when the leave 
civilian life and begin military life. 


Actual events have demonstrated that there are many youths who are not afraid of 
dying and are willing to sacrifice their lives in combat, but may shrink back in 
the face of difficulties and deficiencies in living conditions. Many comrades are 
very enthusiastic and voluntary, but when they arrive at the training center and 
see that living conditions are difficult and disormerly, and that the cadres not 
very approchable or devoted, they easily become discouraged. Therefore, it is very 
important that we improve and strengthen the cadre teams which train new recruits. 
The cadres and enlisted men in those training teams must be selected and they must 
consist of cadres who are exemplary, have good political quality, have good leader- 
Ship and command skills, have training experience, have good working methods, love 
and educate the new recruits, and are meticulously concerned with their material 
lives and morale. The service personnel and enlisted men must be exemplary and 
disciplined, and nave good specialized skills. The training teams and new recruits 
must receive the attention and guidance of the various echelons and sectors. The 
best locations and facilities must be reserved for training new recruits. The 
training centers for new recruits must truly become attractive schools for youths, 
not severe schools which have only “misery, hardships, and strict discipline.” We 
must create all necessary conditions so that the task of training new recruits can 
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attain the best possible results, Only thereby can we enable the new recruits to 
feel that they are part of the army from the very first day, and endeavor to study 


and train in order to mature and be prepared to fulfill their glorious obligation 
of defending the homeland.

SOME PROBLEMS OF THE TRANSITION TO SOCIALISM DISCUSSED

[ Article by Ho Van Thong: "About Big Leaps and Intermediary Links in the Law 
of Transformation of Quantity Into Quality and Vice Versa ] 


[ Excerpt] Lenin criticized those people who had not seen the truth and had not 
known how to look straight at the truth, who ''only knew how to set capitalism 
against socialism in an abstract manner, without thinking of the actual forms and 
‘the steps of the period of transition/ (author's emphasis) in our country today. ul 
He believed that those people had not thought of /the intermediary links/ being 
capable of facilitating the transition from the patriarchal system and small-scale 
production to socialism; they only kept repeating that ''capitalism is bad, social- 
ism is good, while paying no attention to all of the economic systems still pre- 
vailing in our society''@; they were attracted by the luster of revolutionary zeal 
but did not have the ability to do a lasting revolutionary work after serious and 
calm thinking and to pay attention to the most difficult transitional steps. "3 


From these theoretical matters Lenin turned to a series of concrete positions to 
achieve the use of intermediaries as mentioned above. He proposed the form of 
state capital; food taxes and exchange of products between industry and agricul- 
ture and between production installations and localities; the use of the ranks of 
former technicians in managerial and technical jobs, etc. He called for the 
search of every means to encourage economic and production exchanges, even by 
temporarily taking the road of private capitalist activities within certain limits 
''which will be more helpful for the socialist construction throughout Russia than 
those people who only sat there and worried about the purity of communism and 
drafted rules and directives for State capitalism and cooperatives, while in real- 
ity failing to motivate the exchanges. 4 


What Lenin talked about as mentioned above was not solely about the peculiar 
problems of Russia, but rather contained the common principles for the transi- 
tion to socialism, particularly in the countries where small-scale production 
still prevailed. 
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Our fatherland is being in the period of transition from small-scale production to 
the socialist large-scale production, Our party has paid attention to the practical 
aspect in Lenin's above iheory and creatively applied it to economic activities, 


Our party has determined the objective nature of the transitional period which it 
considers as a period of crossing among many economic components and differen’ 
laws. The old economic systems are being transformed, but the socialist econo- 
my has not yet been fully formed, nor has it gained all grounds. The existence of 
many components is an objective necessity of the transition to socialism. To 
recognize the situation of many economic components does not mean to delete ina 
simple manner the components that do not belong to the socialist economy, but 
rather to point to the intermediary state of the big leap inherent in the historic 
reality that is taking place. The question is how to apply the intermediary link 

to bring about the most benefit for the socialist economic development and not to 
deny such a link. To what extent and how the different economic components are 
to exist depends on the requirements of production. To solve the problems of 
economic relations always must start from the need for development of the produc- 
tion force. 


It is obvious that the actual experience in the last few years has allowed us to un- 
derstand this: to succeed in seizing power does not mean to have complete social- 
ism right away, and it is not true that the only course of action to take to be suc- 
cessful is to annihilate immediately and to make big leaps immediately in the eco- 
nomic field. There were quite a few of us who were driven by enthusiasm and im- 
patience, saw only the capitalist and individual economy as bad and nonsocialist, 
wanted to have the socialist economy right away, lacked calmness and failed to 
think seriously about the pattern and objective law of the transitional period, nor 
to seek intermediary forms to change what was bad and nonsocialist into some- 
thing truly socialist. The lesson drawn from the Maoists’ economic activities is 
one that deserves our serious consideration. Those Maoists had tried to make 
immediate big leaps as they had been dreaming of moving straight to communism! 
The outcome of their big leaps was a retrogression that meant ''total destruction" 
and led China's economy ''to the brink of collapse.'' To cover it up, they created 
false victories and used some magical trick to force people to consider their bit- 
ter failures as great achievements, their going back to the middle age as moving 
toward communism! The logic of action of those who achieved the big leap with- 
out the intermediary link (mostly in society) normally could not avoid such a situ- 
ation. 


In the use of the intermediary link to change the economic system it is necessary 
to resist the tendency to do the opposite and to take advantage of this link to carry 
out reformist concepts that reject the revolution. In the history of the interna- 
tional workers' movement, reality proved that the reformists did not dare and did 
not want to achieve revolutionary changes and, in fact, they only wanted to protect 








the old regime and to resist revolution in society, The use of the intermediary 
link is a process of acting on the old quality of things, rather than leaving it intact 
to exist, changing this quality and continuously pushing it to become a new quality, 
and it is aleo a process of revolutionary leaps, The question only lies in the fact 
that this leap should not be an immediate one but rather a gradual, step-by-step, 
from-low-~-to-high leap and a continuous change of quality in time. 


In Vietnam's revolutionary reality, the fact that our party proposes the position of 
adopting a five-component economy in the present stage is one of the important 
signe of applying the objectivity of the intermediary link to the revolutionary leap. 
If on the one hand we oppose the tendency to want impatiently to have socialism in 
all fields, on the other hand we must absolutely resist the tendency to want to 
maintain the status quo of the nonsocialist economic components and formulas. 

If objectivity compels us to go through the intermediary link, it also means that 
objectivity has brought to us realistic capabilities for action to gradually and di- 
rectly affect the quality of the nonsoci ‘st economic components. 


The fact that we recognize the temporary existence of five economic components 
does not mean we maintain the canitalist road and indifferently recognize the capi- 
talist economy and let it develon freely, but we must instead change it little by 
little, change the quality of different aspects of the p: vate economy and force it 
to serve the socialist economy. To what extent and until when we let the private 
economy exist, for what requirements we make it produce and what supervision 
and control we impose on it all depend on the actual needs of the stages of forma- 
tion and development of socialist production formulas, To force the capitalist, 
small-ownership economy serve socialism through the intermediary link (which 
Lenin called the State capitalism) controlled by our state thus means that we must 
renew the structure, purpose and scope of business formulas, etc. of these eco- 
nomic components. In other words, it does not mean that we simply recognize in 
&@ passive manner the presence of the nonsocialist economic components but rather 
carry on their revolutionary transformation and achieve the revolution in produc- 
tion relationships in accordance with appropriate forms and moves. 


Some comrades who do not fully understand the revolutionary transformation 
through intermediary forms have had misunderstanding and wrong action. For 
instance, they understood ‘bursting open’ as a position that let the private econ- 
omy develop freely in the direction of self-growth and chaos rather than one that 
would consider it an organized intermediary link owing its existence to revolu- 
tionary transformation and receiving the state's strict supervision and control 
aimed at guiding it toward serving the socialist economy. The question is boiled 
down to this: we do not recognize the old quality of the capitalist economy but ra- 
ther /attack, transform its quality in little steps, from low to high, only within 
the capabilities and law of objectivity allowed by the historical process/, 
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Naturally, the methodological meaning of the question of intermediary link is not 
only the question of crossing of many economic components today, but it is also 
reflected in many other probleme of the transitional period (for instance, the prob- 
lems about plans and markets, wages and encouragement of material benefite, 
collective economy and secondary family-based economy, organizational struc - 
tures and economic, social policies, ete.), which we must continue to study more 
deeply. 


To briefly summarize the intermediary character of the process of qualitative 
leap we offer these principal conclusions: 


1, In the qualitative leap, the old quality does not suddenly disappear but rather 
follows a transforming process, Therefore, in our actual activities, the question 
is not to immediately delete the old quality but instead to transform it into a new 
quality through a number of appropriate steps. 


2. The intermediary link is not the maintaining of the status quo but /the stage of 
qualitative transformation/ of things in the natural course of their progress. 
Therefore, in our activities to put to use the intermediary links is our way of at- 
tacking the old quality of things and not recognizing their status quo. To use the 
intermediary links is aimed at reaching the final goal and reaching it at any cost. 
To use the intermediary links demands that we have total revolutionary spirit and 
eliminate at any cost any effects of reformism. 


3. In the development of society, the farther apart the original successive relation- 
ships among things and processes are, the longer and more complicated the rungs 
of the intermediary ladder will be. Our country is being in the process of trans- 
forming from small-scale production into the socialist large-scale production 

and bypassing the stage of capitalist development; as a result, the study and appli- 
cation of the intermediary link have a lot of direct theoretical and practical mean- 
ing. We hope that this subject will later be vigorously dealt with in studies and 
applied to actual activities.

HANOI! CONFERENCE DISCUSSES AGRICULTURAL CONTRACTS 
BK231002 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 0400 GMT 23 Feb 81 


[Summary] The Ministry of Agriculture recently held a conference in Hanoi with 
leaders of agricultural services of the provinces and cities from Binh Tri Thien 
north and with representatives of the central-level organs concerned to review the 
implementation and improvement of the contractual system, especially contracting 
from product quotas in agricultural cooperatives, and at the same time to discuss 
the ministry's circular on guidance for implementing the various forms of contracts. 


"Since the promulgation of Directive No 100 of the Party Central Committee 
secretariat and the holding of the Haiphong conference on the improvement of the 
contractual system in cooperatives, virtually all provinces in the lowland and 
midland regions of the north have rapidly improved contractual work. At present, 
almost 70 percent of the cooperatives in the lowland and midland regions are 
improving contractual work, especially the contracting for product quotas by 
workers." 


Fully recognizing the positive effects and necessity of the new forms of contracts, 
various provinces have recently linked the improvement of contractual work with 
production activities in the winter-spring crop season. Provinces that have 
expanded or experimented with the application of the new contractual forms have 
received the results achieved and devised measures for advancing the movement. 

Some provinces that have not yet adopted the new contractual methods have 
intensively studied the secretariat's directive and developed plans to gradually 
improve contractual work in accordance with local conditions. 


“Generally speaking, new changes have been made in agriculture wherever close 
guidance is effected between the provincial level and the district and grassroots 
levels. in this year's 5th-month-spring crop season, thanks to favorable weather 
and the masses’ enthusiasm and vigor in labor, production activities have been 
carried out at a quicker pace and with better quality than in past years." 


By applying the new contractual methods, Thanh Hoa Province has not transplanted 
the 5th-month-spring rice on over 90 percent of the planned area. Meanwhile, 
taking advantage of the positive effects of the method of contracting for product 
quotas, Nehe Tinh, Vinh Phu and Ha Son Binh Provinces and Haiphong municipality 
have created seething enthusiasm for labor at the grassroots level. 
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"Since contracting for product quotas is still a new practice, a number of short- 
comings and errors have been found in some localities. For example, lands are 
being cut up into fragmented pieces as they are allocated for peasants on contract; 
draft power is in too great a demand; rice is transplanted at a density far 
exceeding the cooperative's technical recommendations; production team leaders 

are not experienced in gearing production work to the cooperative's general plan; 
and some production operations contracted by collectives, such as tilling, irriga- 
tion, aeration and the supply of materials, are beyond the capabilities of their 
members ,"' 


To overcome these shortcomings, the localities are investigating the situation 
and giving active assistance to cooperatives experiencing difficulties, 


"In the near future the Ministry of Agriculture will open a training course on . 
the improvement of the contractual system for key district and provincial cadres.

NATLONWIDE AGRICULTURAL FIGURES REPORTED 
BK221000 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 0400 GMT 21 Feb 81 
[Review of agricultural reports over the past 10 days) 


[Summary] Following tet, the weather has been favorable and the northern provinces 
and cities have been concentrating on planting the spring rice. "In the past 

10 days various localities transplanted a total of more than 150,000 hectares, 
bringing the area planted with 5th-month-spring rice in the northern provinces 

and cities to 720,000 hectares or 67 percent of the area plan. Haiphong munici- 
pality and Binh Tri Thien Province have basically completed their transplanting work; 
Nghe Tinh Province has finished transplanting over 85 percent of its area; Ha Nam 
Ninh and Vinh Phu Provinces, over 70 percent; Thanh Hoa and Ha Bac, over 60 percent; 
and Hai Hung, Ha Son Binh, Hanoi and Thai Binh, just over 50 percent.” 


Meanwhile in the south, the seasonal period for transplanting the winter-spring rice 
has now ended. “According to a report by the General Statistics Department, the 
southern localities have transplanted rice on over 500,000 hectares or more than 

70 percent of the area plan. The winter-spring rice area left untransplanted 

in the southern provinces measures over 160,000 hectares. Some localities are 

still continuing their transplanting work but the prospect is not so bright. 

It is estimated that when the transplanting of the winter-spring rice ends, the 
southern provinces and cities will have covered 600,000 hectares or 80 percent of 
the area plan. Thus, this year's plan for transplanting the winter-spring rice 
cannot be fulfilled.” 


Along with transplanting the winter-spring rice, last week the southern provinces 
and cities continued to reap the remaining lLOth-month rice. “As of now many 
provinces have completed the harvest and this year's 10th-month rice yield is 
fairly high--about 20 quintals per hectare.” 


Last week, the cultivation of vegetables, subsidiary food crops and industrial 

crops was slowed down because efforts were concentrated on transplanting the 

spring rice. “According to the General Statistics Department, as of mid-February 

the provinces and cities throughout the country had planted spring vegetables, food 
crops and industrial crops on only 550,000 hectares, including over 400,000 hectares 
of food crops, with the northern provinces making faster progress than their southern 
counterparts.” 
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In the days ahead, all localities should concentrate their efforts on satisfactorily 
carrying out the following main tasks: 


1, The northern provinces must quickly traneplant the spring rice so as to cover 
the entire area in the best seasonal period. 


2. The southern provinces must promptly stop transplanting the winter-spring rice 
and shift to caring for the rice area already transplanted; and at the same time, 
must prepare seed, soil and fertilizer for planting the summer-fall rice crop. 


3, It is necessary to accelerate the cultivation of food crops still in season. 


On the other hand, all localities should quickly restore the numbers of domestic 
animals, especially hoge and fowls.

[Text] Socialist Transformation in South Vietnam 
C. Transformation of Agriculture 
1. Some characteristics of the agriculture and rural areas of South Vietnam: 


--In many regions, agricultural production has come out of a state of self-sufficiency 
and has been equipped with machines and enabled to achieve a pretty high yield, 

to build up for the first time a number of large-scale concentrated production zones 
and to link them with the urban industrial and commercial sectors. 


--There still are huge potentialities for expanding the arable area and carrying out 
multicropping and intensive cultivation; the climate and weather conditions are rela- 
tively favorable for agricultural production. 


--There are rather great discrepancies in the ownership of land and machines among 
various regions and among farmer households; in certain areas, the spontaneous 
tendency toward capitalism is still relatively strong. 


--Our peasantry has a high revolutionary spirit but has not yet been inculcated with 
socialism. Generally speaking, party and administration organizations at the grass- 
roots are weak and unable to meet the demands of socialist revolutionary tasks. 


--Over the past 20 years, the situation of the rural areas and agriculture of South 
Vietnam has undergone important changes. However, we have not yet been able to 
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grasp this situation and to formulate appropriate positions and policies, Though 
South Vietnam has been liberated for 3 years, some 20 to 30 percent of the total 
number of peasants in many regions still do not own ricefields and exploitation is 
still going on in certain areas. This is blameworthy. 


2. In transforming the southern agriculture, the following three principal 
problems must be grasped: 


a. It is necessary to clearly see the important role of the southern agriculture 

with regard to the subsistence of the entire country, to exportation and to socialist 
industrialization. Leadership, cadres and investments must be concentrated to rapidly 
transform and build up the southern agriculture and to exploit its potentials. 


b. The transformation of agriculture must be linked with the transformation of in- 
dustry and commerce in order to ensure interaction and mutual support between these 
two tasks, to sever the relationships between the peasantry and the bourgeoisie and 
to put South Vietnam's economy into the socialist orbit. 


c. It is necessary to grasp the objective and theme of transformation, which are 
to advance the agriculture of South Vietnam and that of the whole country toward 
large-scale socialist production. To this end, the following requirements must be 
met: 


First, one must not only understand that the objective of transformation is to bring 
peasants into cooperatives and to turn individual ownership into collective ownership 
but must also realize that this transformation involves the simultaneous launching 

of three revolutions aimed at creating a new agriculture, new rural areas and new 
peasants. 


The change in the ownership system must be associated with the building of a new sys- 
tem of management and distribution. The change in the production relationships must 
be linked with the reorganization of production and labor and the development of pro- 
duction forces. In other words: 


--Cooperativization must go along with water conservancy development and gradual 
mechanization. The strength derived from cooperativization must be used to immediate- 
ly start water conservancy development and mechanization in order to promote inten- 
sive cultivation and multicropping, expand the arable area, develop production 

and increase labor productivity and income. 


--Cooperativization must go along with a new system of labor assignment with the aim 
of rationally employing labor and land, developing various trades and manufacturing 
a large quantity of products. 


--Cooperativization must go along with a new production guideline based on the plan- 
ning and zoning of each district in its entirety. 


Second, the building of cooperatives must be carried out simultaneously with the build- 
ing of districts so as to really turn each cooperative into a cell of the large- 

scale guilds and associations within each cooperative and, at the smae time, to grad- 
ually turn districts into agro-industrial economic units. 
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Third, right at the beginning, agriculture must be associated with industry to form 
4 structure providing conditions and strength to advance agriculture toward large- 
scale socialist porduction, It is necessary to constantly grasp the two basic fac- 
tors--labor and land--which constitute the underpinnings and a point of departure 
from which to develop agricultural production. All appropriate organizational forms 
and policies must be applied to fully use labor and land. 


Fourth, there must be correct policies on income from land, machine prices and in- 
come distribution so as to be able, right at the outset, to attract middle peasants 
into the cooperativization movement, It is necessary to reaffirm that all laboring 
peasants including the middle peasantry have the right to collective ownership and 
they have to unite to jointly own cooperatives, agricultural production, the build- 
ing of new rural areas and, through this process, the entire country. Middle peas- 
ants must be made to understand that, by joining cooperatives, they will reap great 
profit including political, economic and cultural benefit not only for themselves 
but also and especially for their descendants in the future. 


Fifth, it is necessary to actively train cadres--expecially directors, head accoun- 
tants, and technical cadres--for cooperatives and to consider the formation of cadres 
and the strengthening of party and administrative installations and mass organizations 
in the villages and hamlets as a task of decisive importance. 


--Right now, the sound working methods applied by good models such as Go Cong and 
Duc Linh and by other areas must be reviewed and employed in formulating specific 
policies on land and machines, in devising a form and procedure for the cooperativi- 
zation movement and in determining the scale of cooperatives. 


As a general guideline, the scale of each cooperative (as a production and distribu- 
tion unit) must be reasonable, that is, about 200 or 300 hectares; however, projects 
must be immediately drawn up for districts--especially for the zoning of production 
areas and the building of water conservancy works and industrial installations--in 
order to link cooperatives into a common structure within the district scope. 


--It is necessary to urgently redress the stiuation of peasants who do not owe any 
ricefield in order to ensure the laboring peasants’ rights, to boost agricultural 
production and to create favorable condition for advancing peasants toward socialism. 


--The |party] secretariat and the government council must closely guide researches 
aimed at materializing the policy of building and reinforcing the district level 
in strict accordance with the situation in South Vietnam. 


--It is necessary to conduct an extensive socialist indoctrination movement among 
cadres, party members and broad sections of the peasantry and also to launch # - 
ants’ movement to participate in socialist transformation and agricultural p- 

tion development.

THAI BINH RICE--As of 15 February Thai Binh Province had transplanted the S5th-month- 
spring rice on 39,600 hectares or 52.5 percent of the plan. The provincial 
people's committee has sent out cadres to help 30 cooperatives that have been slow 
in transplanting work cover the entire areas on schedule. Along with accelerating 
transplanting work, the province has finished the first phase of weeding on over 
20,000 hectares of early rice and at the same time, paid attention to preventing 
drought and protecting the rice crop from harmful insects.

MANGANESE ORE STUDY--After the Chinese reactionaries had destroyed the 
manganese ore mining and sorting facilities in Cao Bang, the search for manga- 
nese dioxide sources elsewhere for the production of batteries became a pressing 
and urgent matter. One of the ore deposits that drew our attention was the man- 
ganese ore deposit at Lang Bai (Ha Tuyen Province). According to geological 
data, the Mn content of the ore there was in average 20-30 percent, lower than 
the one required from refined manganese ore used in the making of batteries. Be- 
cause of the urgent need to resume production, we conducted a survey of this ore 
and studied the possibility of enriching it to satisfy production requirement within 
a short time so as to draw initial conclusions for later mining and use. The re- 
sults of an analysis of the Lang Bai manganese ore obtained in our laboratory are 
as follows.

INTERVIEW WITH DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF HANOI INDUSTRY SERVICE 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese 7 Jan 81 p 3 
[Article by Tho Cao: "“One-Hour Interview with Deputy Director of Industry Service" } 


[Text] One day at the beginning of the new year, we met with Pham The Hien, 
deputy director of the Municipal Industry Service at an enterprise belonging to 
the industrial sector and took this opportunity to interview him on the activities 
of the sector last year and its guidelines and tasks in the current year. 


Question: We understand that last year our sector encountered numerous difficulties 
and incongruities in many fields. Will you please tell us how production was 
affected by major difficulties’ 


Answer: Because of great difficulties in matters of material supplies and elec- 
tricity, the plan entrusted last year by the Municipal People's Committee to our 
sector was less substantial than the 1979 plan and represented only 87 percent of 
the latter. Actually, certain enterprises received no material supply at all or 
only an amount sufficient for half-year production. The planned electricity 
supply was also just enough to meet 60 percent of production requirements. In 
many enterprises, workers did not have enough work to do. According to incomplete 
statistics, discontinued work throughout the sector during a 9-month period 
amounted to 476,037 man-days representing 9.05 percent of the total number of 
working days envisaged according to the system and causing a deficit of over 

7 million dong to the gross output value. 


Question: How did the enterprises manage to obtain material supplies for produc- 
tion purposes? 


Answer: It can be said that almost all enterprises displayed the spirit of 
shouldering responsibilities themselves by receiving material supplies from the 
state--on the one hand--and developing relationships with various organs, friendly 
enterprises, army units and customers within the sector and in localities and 
provinces--on the other--in order to exploit sources of material supplies and fully 
use discards to manufacture more products. The enterprises also continued a 
two-way cooperation with the southern provinces. With the materials obtained, our 
sector created a volume of unplanned and subsidiary products estimated at 30 
million dong which represented 15 percent of the 1980 gross output value. Our 
sector also mobilized jobless enterprise workers to take part in exploiting 26,000 
tons of peat and processing 22,000 tons of mineral and organic fertilizers. 
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Question: Please tell us about our sector's production of grain, food and consumer 
and export goode during the past year, 


Anewer: The plan norms were fulfilled concerning grain and foodatuffa including 
vermicelli, sauces, candies and soft drinks. Of the four principal consumer goods, 
plan norms were fulfilled with regard to sewing machines only (1,000 machines) 

and were underfulfilled concerning watches, bicycles and 10 kinds of bicycle 
accessories, Concerning export goods, beside canned food, woolen sweaters and work 
gloves, the plan norma fulfilled were also low in the production of soft sandals 
and canvas shoes, 


Question: How is it that last year our sector fulfilled only 93.4 percent of the 
plan norm for gross output value although as many as 48 out of 56 enterprises 
succeeded in fulfilling the yearly plan? 


Answer: To be correct, we must clarify this question in order to demonstrate the 
efforts made by various installations. We must first speak of these four enter- 
prises--the Ham Rong Cotton and Plastic Enterprises, the Electric Communication 
Enterprise and the Civil Electric Repair Enterprise--which not only fulfilled the 
plan satisfactorily but also performed extra works amounting to 100,000 or 200,000 
dong each, thereby achieving a 650,000-dong value for the entire sector. In 
addition, more than 10 other enterprises including the Sauce Enterprise, the Thong 
Nhat Electric Motor Enterprise, the Canvas Weaving Enterprise, the Hanoi Rubber 
Enterprise, the Professional Tool Enterprise, the Wood Screw Enterprise, the Thang 
Long Metal Product Enterprise and so forth overfulfilled the plan norms by achieving 
an output value of more than 1 million dong of which 500,000 was contributed by the 
Sauce Enterprise. There were 30 other enterprises which also fulfilled the plan 
but only after the norms had been readjusted by our sector in consideration of the 
very great difficulties confronting them. 


Question: Please let us know of the shortcomings and weaknesses in the production, 
business and management fields. 


Answer: Though the installations dependent on our sector exerted great efforts 

last year, their production decreased as compared with the previous ones, Our 
sector guided the production of certain principal goods but the guidance was not 
concentrated and the organization of task execution was slow and not yet synchro- 
nized and effective. The production of some 10 kinds of bicycle accessories and 
that of desk watches should have been boosted more strongly. Efforts were made 

to exploit peat but organization and guidance were still clumsy, the number of 
participating laborers small and the peat output little. The export norms fulfilled 
were low. The industrial sector served agriculture but could meet only a number 

of its demands. Technical progress was slow, the research made to further increase 
types of goods was insufficient and the quality of products in general was not 
improved. Other managerial aspects were still inadequate. Concerning material 
supplies, property, warehouses, and the systems of receipt, delivery, warehouse 
protection and keeping and so forth, there still were a number of negative problems 
requiring solution. These shortcomings and weakness must be corrected in the course 
of this year. 


Question: Many new policies were promulgated last year. What valuable lessons 
and experiences have been drawn by our sector’ 





Answer; Last year the industrial sector had to cope with so many great diffi- 
culties that many of its enterprises seemed to ultimately come to a deadlock, 
However, in the light of the party resolutions, our sector started studying and 
implementing them and, though failing to fulfilling the plan, clearly understood 
problems requiring solution, saw the emergence of new possibilities and simul- 
taneously managed to draw a number of valuable lessons and experiences which had 
an effect on production and which Laid prerequisites for the current and subsequent 
years, These lessons and experiences have further clarified a basic point==that 
is, wherever the party resolutions are properly implemented, businese will run 
smoothly, new working methods will be devised and, above all, typical unite will 
emerge and other unite will properly apply the principle of three economic interests 
[not specified], These lessons and experiences have also demonstrated the sound- 
ness of the Party Central Committee view that it is necessary to have not only a 
correct policy but also skilled cadres and good installations. 


The principal reason why many enterprises belonging to the sector were able to 
solve difficult probleme on their own is that they fully underatoed these diffi- 
culties, clearly realized their own potentials and took measures to use these 
potentials to move forward. The fact that a large amount of goods were produced 
by employing material supplies not provided for by the plan and by fully using 
discards and substandard products and that these goods amounted to W million 

dong representing 15 percent of the 1980 gross output value constitutes the first 
concrete result of the new party stand and policy. To obtain more goods for society 
and to provide jobs for workers, many enterprises tried to obtain additional 
material supplies and to produce more commodities. For example, the Sauce Enter- 
prise produced also cakes and candies; the Giai Phong Enterprise fabricated also 
gimlets, aluminum pots, bicycle rims and meat grinders; the Soft Drinks Enterprise 
produced also flour to be used in making ice cream sticks and so forth. Owing to 
the cooperation with various provinces, the supply of materials was stabilized, 
making it possible to produce many types of goods--such as sugar, powder fish, 
soybean cakes, glue, woodenware and so forth--the production of which was deemed 
impossible at the outset. 


Second, the improvement of the planning task began under difficult circumstances. 
Plans were drawn up from the grassroots Level and debates were democratically and 
extensively held by all cadres and workers who paid attention to the need to take 
the market situation into consideration in planning. In guiding the execution of 
plans, a number of enterprises took specific measures to manufacture products for 
which the state furnished material supplies and also to exploit additional sources 
of materials to produce unplanned goods with the objective of fully using the 
installations’ potentials and developing production. We consider this a useful 
move which made the guidance for plan execution effective and which showed the 
installations’ high sense of responsibility, organization and discipline. 


Third, unlike the previous years, in stepping up the contract ordering of export 
goods last year, the general foreign trade corporations created conditions for 
enterprises to directly discuss with foreign customers various problems concerning 
technical norms and standards such as the quality and volume of goods, deadlines 

and so forth--thus associating producers with foreign trade and, conversely, enabling 
the foreign trade sector to understand the production situation prior to signing 

any agreement with foreign customers. Another step forward taken last year by our 
sector consisted in joining the foreign trade sector at the local level in producing 
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export goods on the spot and exchanging commidities with peasants for their 
agricultural products the exportation of which brought in foreign currencies used 
in buying raw materiale to promote production and provide jobs for workers. 


Fourth, after the promulgation of the 26th resolution, our sector pondered and 
chose four enterprises to experimentally apply the principle of three economic 
interests, In guiding this experimentation, we clearly saw an unprecedented 
betterment: development of production, improvement of living conditions, 
strengthening of management and reduction of negativiem. A review of the achieve- 
ments of the Sauce Enterprise revealed the emergence of new factors constituted 

by the soundness of the new wage system and by the fact that the wage increase 
rate was lower than the productivity increase rate, that the expenses incurred 

for a product unit (manufacturing cost) were lower than in the past, that the end 
result was uniform and that all the three types of interest were finally ensured, 
This experience will enable our sector to expand the possibility of making [three] 
economic interests to those enterprises where production has been stabilized, 





Question: Following the aforementioned lessons and experiences, what innovations 
will be brought into the guidelines, tasks and plane of our sector next year’ 


Answer: Based on last year's lessons and experiences and on the existing capabi- 
lities, the common task of our sector will still be to produce to meet the demands 
of consumption, export, agriculture and national defense. Though countless 
difficulties will remain in 1981, our sector is trying to outperform 1980 in 
implementing the plan. The plan of our entire sector will be based on four sources 
of material supplies estimated at 250 million dong in total and including the 
materials to be supplied by the state, those to be obtained by the installations 
through exploitation by themselves and through the full use of discards and 
substandard products, and those to be supplied by the foreign trade sector at the 
local level. 


Question: Will you please speak more about exportation during the current year?’ 


Answer: For export purposes, in addition to traditional categories of goods, our 
sector will further develop the production of bicycles and accessories, ceiling 
fans, plastic children's toys, shuttlecocks...representing a W-percent increase 
over 1980. To carry out on-the-spot export and to exchange goods with peasants for 
their agricultural products, our sector will make 1 million pairs of white plastic 
sandals, 200,000 woolen sweaters, 500,000 undershirts, 50,000 stretch nylon jackets, 
2 million towels and 500,000 meters of polyester and tulle. Moreover, our sector 

is studying ways to fully use the equipment of the (Son Tay) Export Vegetable- 

Fruit Enterprise to process powder milk into canned [condensed] milk and also to 
fully use the Xuan Hoa Bicycle Factory's equipment as well as the materials 
furnished by the local-level foreign trade sector to manufacture bicycle accessories 
for export. 


Question: On the occasion of the new year, do you have any petition to submit 
to the various organs in the municipality’ 


Answer: Beside difficulties concerning material supplies, the greatest problem 
facing us at the time being is the instability of power supply. Being fully 
aware of the present situation of power supply, we only hope that the Electricity 
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Service will sign contracts with the various enterprises specifying that power 

will be supplied for how many days in a month and on which days and at what time 

sO that these enterprises may take the initiative to assign workers to other jobs 
[during the power cutoff), The Electricity Service's hesitation in specifying the 
power=cutoff daya has brought about heavy losses to production, disrupted our plans 
and caused waste of raw materiale at a time when they are running short. When power 
was cut off suddenly during the melting process of cast iron, steel and glass, these 
substances would freeze and subsequently had to be broken down==which resulted 

in losses amounting to thousands of dong. We hope that, beginning with this year, 
the Electricity Service will serve production more effectively by signing power- 
supply contracts with our enterprises and notifying them in advance of any power 
cutoff, We also propose that the municipality work out a plan to supply oil to 
enterprises having disel motors and urgently hand down material supply plane and 
that the material supply agencies start signing contracts with the enterprises and, 
temporarily for the time being, advance materials to those which are in a position 
to immediately perform production so as to create a new impetus at the beginning 

of the year.

SRV SETS PLANS FOR YEAR OF DISABLED

(Text) In response to the sponsoring of the International Year of the Disabled 
by the United Nations, a committee for the International Year of the Disabled of 
Vietnam has been established and a nationwide plan of activities has been adopted, 
A number of sectors and mass organizations at the central level have guided the 
lower levels to carry out activities. Many provinces and cities have set up local 
committees for the International Year of the Disabled and adopted programs of 
activities. At present they are extending these activities to the district level. 


On 19 February 1981, the premier's office issued a directive urging all localities 
to finish setting up committees for the disabled in the first quarter of ‘his year, 
quickly extend activities to the city ward and village levels, finish formulating 
programs for sectors, mass organizations and localities, and vigorously promote 
these activities so as to bring about concrete results. 


The Ministry of Public Health, in coordination with the Ministry of War Invalids 
and Social Welfare and the General Statistics Department, must guide all localities 
to organize in the first quarter a basic investigation of the status of the 
disabled in our country so as to collect adequate and reliable statistics to serve 
as a basis for studying plans, programs, policies and concrete measures designed 
to carry out and further the work in service of war invalids, sick soldiers and 
disabled compatriots. 


The Ministry of Education, along with the Ministry of War Invalids and Social 
Welfare and the Ministry of Public Health, must guide all provinces and cities to 
formulate projects for building schools and classes for handicapped children and 
to standardize the regulations concerning the management of these schools and 
classes nationwide. 


The Ministry of Labor must study and submit to the government by the end of 1981 
a list of jobs reserved exclusively for the disabled and policies and systems for 
disabled workers. 


The General Vocational Training Department, together with the Ministry of Labor, 
must study the expansion of vocational training in order to improve the professional 
skills of the disabled, provide them with employment assistance and employ the 
disabled who are still able to work. As an immediate step, it is necessary to guide 
the various localities to fully tap the capacity of artisan and handicrafts 
industries so as to provide the disabled with job skills and employ then. 
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The Minietry of War Invalidse and Social Welfare is reaponsible for coordinating 

the activities of the sectors concerned so that in the second or third quarter 

of this year a law guaranteeing the rights and obligations of the disabled will 

be drafted in the spirit of the new constitution; for guiding the implementation 

of policies toward the disabled in production establishments; and for atudying the 
establishment of a social fund designed exclusively to develop facilities for 

caring for and helping the disabled with the assistance of the people, contributions 
from the cooperatives and subsidies from the state budget.
